JULY 1961 


The American library Association's 80th amnual conference was held in 
Cleveland, Ohio, July 9 through July 14, 1961. Members of the staff attending 


were Miss Brown, Miss Brugger and the Director. In addition to the always 
interesting meetings and exhibits, we took advantage of the opportunity to 
visit the World Publishing Company plant and General Bookbinding Company oper= 
ation in Cleveland. In each instance we were able to view the various stages 
of printing and manufacturing of books as well as preparation and binding of 
books and periodicals. Several interviews also were held in Cleveland with 
prospective candidates interested in the positions now open at the Kanawha 
County Public Library. A report in writing of the conference is being pre- 
pared and will be sent to each member of the Library Board within the very 
near future. 

Work has begun on the installation of an improved telephone system. When 
completed, two additional lines and all new instruments will accommodate the 
increased telephone load we have come to experience over the past few yearso 

Various members of the Library Board are serving actively in Sunrise 
Foundation, Ince, as incorporators, directors or officers. They are: Mr. Dick- 
inson, Mr. Hanson, Mr. Kleeman, Mr. Maurice, Mr. Shonk, Mr. Ray and Mr. William- 
SON. 

Mr. Charles Hopkins of Dunbar has informed me that the Dunbar City Council 
is expected to appoint and create a library board of Directors whose respon~ 
sibility it shall be to establish, operate and maintain a public library in 


that commnity. 
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In spite of a slight decrease in the number of juvenile books lent to 
library users, circulation of materials last month was 33% greater than in 


July, 1960.

Miss Brugger reports that a total of 1,133 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 203,46 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Just as some mail carriers like to take walks during non-working hours, 
librarians, under similar circumstances, visit libraries whenever the oppor- 
tunity presents itself. One of our visitors, a public librarian from 
Johannesburg, South Africa, with a stop-over in Charleston, spent a good part 
of a morning viewing our facilities and talking to staff members about public 
library service. Other visitors included staff members from the Library of 
Congress, several southern librarians who were driving through Charleston on 
their way to the American Library Association's annual conference in Cleveland, 
and librarians from Illinois and Indiana visiting friends and family in the 


region. 
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EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

The bookmobile's regular schedule of visits was maintained, for the 
most part, during July. Only two stops were omitted. One reason was due 
to flood waters and the other because of poor road conditions.

"Libraries for All" was the theme of the American Library Association's 
80th oe conference held in Cleveland, Ohio, during the week of July 9-15, 
1961. 

Miss Wilma Brown, Miss Jane Brugger and I were a part of the h,757 con- 
ferees who attempted to sample and record impressions of what we hoped might 
be the best of approximately 50 scheduled meetings of the week. Some of the 
issues which received attention and comment were these: 


ae Problems of segregations in libraries and within the 
profession. 


be Battle over increased personal and institutional member- 
ship dues. 


ce Serious shortage of professionally trained librarians. 
de Role of the small public library. 


€.e Recommendations of continued participation by the American 
Library Association in National library Week. 


An interesting segment of one general session was devoted to reports heard 
from seven librarians who recently toured the USSR as part of an official 
exchange mission. 

In addition to the stimulating and practical meetings there were occasions 
to visit the many commercial and professional exhibits (361) in excellent and 
undercrowded facilities. One of the by-products of this activity developed into 
two very interesting tours - a visit through the World Publishing Company and a 
trip through the General Bookbinding Company. In each instance we viewed various 


phases of operation. 
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The installation of new officers was conducted on Friday evening. Pres- 
ident, Mrs. Frances L. Spain, Chief of Children's Services, New York Public 
library was succeeded by Mrs. Florrinell F. Morton, Director, Louisiana State 
University Library School. 

On several occasions we met with prospective candidates interested in the 
vacant position at the Kanawha County Public Library. As a result of these 
private meetings, we returned home optimistic, but cautious, hopeful that one 
young lady was all but "signed, sealed and delivered." Unfortunately, after 
a brief period at home, she decided to remain in Georgia. The other two have 
since indicated their reluctance to leave present positions. 

The 81st American Library Association annual conference will be held in 
Miami Beach, Florida, during the week of June 17-23, 1962.

AUGUST 1961 


The West Virginia Library Association will hold its 6th annual conference 
in Charleston on October 13 and 1). Convention headquarters will be at the 
Daniel Boone Hotel. Several members of the library staff will participate in 
various programs and activities. 

Circulation of library materials remains high. Increases have been 
recorded in each of the three lending departments = Boys and Girls, Circulation 
and Extension. The total for the July through August period shows that 181,)87 
books have been lent to library users as compared to 132,610 volumes lent in a 
similar period of the previous year. 

Several applications for the vacant positions on our librarian staff have 
been received from qualified individuals. Three of the most promising are 
young ladies who presently reside in the Kanawha County region. One applicant, 
while an undergraduate at Morris Harvey College, formerly worked in our Exten- 
sion Department. She since has worked on a national woman's magazine, earned a 
graduate library science degree and spent several years in a large eastern 
public library. Although interviews have taken place and each candidate is con- 
sidering the possibility of a career at the Kanawha County Public Library, no 
final action has been taken. 

Arrangements are underway for a publicity campaign which promises to be 
both interesting and informative. Radio Station WKAZ will carry brief messages 
each afternoon attempting to highlight some phase of books, reading and the 
library. This effort will be slanted toward the adult listener inviting him to 


visit and use the Library's facilities and services. 
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The installation of a new and improved telephone system has now been 
completed. Increasing our line capacity from two to four circuits will enable 
our librarians to handle additional communications certain to result in an 
expanded and more satisfactory service. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

The air conditioners have been operating very satisfactorily with only minor, 
cost-free adjustments necessary. We are hopeful that with careful attention, on 
our part, the machines will continue to operate with a minimum of maintenance 
problems. Each unit carried a one year warranty, since expired. In addition, 

a five-year protection plan warranted to be free from defects in material and 
workmanship under normal care and service is still in force and applies to such 
mechanical features as the hermetically sealed refrigeration circuit, consisting 
of compressor and motor, evaporator, condenser and inter-connecting tubing. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brugger reports that a total of 1,359 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 204,27 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Circulation of adult library materials for August, 1961 was down by 2%. 
However, the total number of books charged for home use during July and August 
was ahead by 2% in the same period of the previous year. Perhaps the reason for 
the slight decline last month can be attributed to fewer visitors and more 
vacationers. 

EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
Many of our clerical staff people, as well as high school pages, tell us 


that their future plans include a college education. So when this dream becomes 
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a reality, I like to make mention of this fact. Within recent months, two of 
our promising young people have decided to enter college. The young lady plans 
to enroll at Morris Harvey College in the Fall and the young man successfully 
passed necessary examinations and received an appointment to the Air Force 
Academy. Several others are already students at Morris Harvey College and West 
Virginia State College. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 
Miss Fisher reports that the Foreign Language Periodicals Collection, 

particularly those magazines in French, German and Spanish are receiving a great 
deal of attention. Subjects evoking the most interest are:

SEPTEMBER 1961 


The University Club of Charleston, with the cooperation of the Kanawha 
County Board of Education, is once again sponsoring the Career Consultation 
Service presented each year for high school and junior high school students. 

The purpose of the program is to provide vocational guidance by arranging 
for students to meet with experienced representatives of various professional 
fields. Parents are welcomed and frequently do attend. 

Members of the staff and I, perhaps together with other librarians in 
the community, will present the case for librarianship. All activities will 
take place at Thomas Jefferson Junior High School during the week of November 
13, 1961. 

As a reminder, the 1961 annual conference of the West Virginia Library 
Association will be held in Charleston on October 13 and 1h. All sessions and 
programs will be conducted in the Daniel Boone Hotel. In addition, to the 
several out-of-state guests, Mr. Jim Comstock will deliver the banquet address 
on Friday evening, October 13. On Saturday morning, October ll, the library 
trustees will meet for breakfast at 8:00 a.m. to be followed by a meeting and 
panel discussion program at 9:30. Registration and membership fees total $).00; 
two luncheons at $2.60 each and the banquet at $4.00 are the only out-of-pocket 
expenses involved. 

‘ie increase in circulation of library materials for the first quarter of 
the current fiscal year (July through September, 1961) has been recorded. The 
three lending departments lent 3% more books than in a similar period of the 


previous year. 
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BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Two new clerical positions were fiiled in September. The vacancies 
occurred when one young lady enlisted in the Women's Army Corps and the other 
decided to re-enter college. No replacement problems were anticipated. Suf- 
ficient notice, in each instance, was given. 
BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

The latter part of September almost always introduces cooler weather and 
makes us realize more than ever that winter is not too far behind. The building 
superintendent, together with heating specialists, checked our furnace, made 
some minor adjustments to several radiators and reported the heating plant in 
operating condition. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brugger reports that a total of 1,60 books were added to the collec-~ 
tion which numbers 205,65) volumes. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

In addition to making available and placing collections of books on loan 
in institutions such as schools and community libraries, the Extension Depart-~ 
ment recently completed arrangements whereby 100 books are to be placed on loan 
at McMillan Hospital for the use of adult hospital patients. Cooperating in 
this effort are the hospital administration and Women's Auxiliary. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 

Following the start of another school year, one cannot but notice the in- 
flux of students. On several occasions, student and instructor members from 


the business colleges have visited the library, as a group, for the purpose of 
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becoming familiar with the library and its many resources. Specifically, a 
member of the staff gives a brief review on locating and using library mater- 
ials. Following questions, library cards are issued to new borrowers.

OCTOBER 1961 


The West Virginia Library Association held its annual meeting in 
Charleston on October 13 and 1) at the Daniel Boone Hotel. Registered and 
in attendance were 129 persons including librarians, trustees and exhibitors. 
The group, representing approximately 1/3 of the Association's membership, 
unanimously elected our own Jane Brugger to the office of first vice-president 
and president-elect. 

Several weeks ago we prepared a questionnaire hopefully designed to tell 
us something about our adult library users. What we learned was both inter- 
esting and informative. We found out, for example, that a typical library 
user looks something like this: she is a woman who is a college or univer-~ 
sity graduate. When she comes to town, she uses a car and combines a trip 
to the library with other missions in downtown Charleston. Visits to the 
library occur at least once a week, during an afternoon, to return and borrow 
library materials. The Library's location, she indicated, is excellent. 

Briefly, the over-all tabulations show that: 

50% of the patrons visit and use the Library during the after- 
noon hours. 
21% of the patrons visit and use the Library during the morning 
21% hehe patrons visit and use the Library during the evening 
hourse 
8% no answer received. 
52% of the library users are women. 


6% of the library users are men. 
2% no answer received. 
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67% combine trips to the Library with other missions in 
downtown Charleston. 

29% come first and specifically to the Library. 

l% no answer received. 


59% borrow and return books. 

15% browse. 

11% use library materials only. 

15% obtain and use materials for school assignments. 


63% come by car. 
25% come by bus. 
10% walk. 
2% no answer received. 


91% indicate that location is convenient. 
7% indicate that location is not convenient. 
2% no answer received. 

7% regard library's location as excellent. 

38% regard library's location as good. 

13% regard library's location as fair. 

2% regard library's location as poor. 

36% are college/university graduates. 

32% are high school graduates. 

19% are elementary school graduates. 

6% are business college graduates. 
7% no answer received. 

61% are non-students. 

39% are students. 

Although a real effort was made to get every person coming into the 
Library to answer the questionnaire, we cannot be certain of how many, if 
any, were missed. The ones who did participate, and there were 528, did so 
with enthusiasm and without refusal. 

On October 16, the Extension Department, in cooperation with the Woman's 
Auxiliary of McMillan Hospital, began a pilot project to extend library ser- 


vice to hospital patients. The program was designed to be a simple operation. 
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The essential routines, supervision and record control, were to be observed. 
This is how it would work: a basic collection of 100 books consisting of 
popular fiction and non-fiction titles, suitable for recreational reading 
were selected. Each book had to have certain physical characteristics. It 
could not be large in size. Hase in handling, for example, was an important 
consideration. Our attention was also drawn to the "easy on the eye" books 
with clear print, adequate type, good margins, and nicely spaced lines. 

The books when not in use are kept in a special room, reserved for the Auxil- 
iary, in a glass enclosed bookcase. Each Monday and Thursday, two members 
of the library project committee call on patients permitted to have visitors. 
Selections are made from the book truck. Books not returned to the ladies 
are left in the business office when the patient is discharged. The patient 
is held responsible for damaged or lost books while in his possession. 

The program has two aims: to provide service to hospital patients who 
want to read but have little or no access to books, and, to introduce books 
to people who may not be readers, but once exposed, become potential library 
uSerse 
BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Several interesting and informative displays were exhibited in the de~ 
partment. The delightful arrangements, combining the use of attractive 
posters, dolls and stuffed animals, prepared by members of the staff, were 
ae well received. In each instance, an attempt was made to relate exhibits 
with books in the collection while encouraging reading among children as well 


as parents. 
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BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

Repairs and maintenance received considerable attention last month. 
Shrubbery and trees were trimmed, pruned and shaped. Several fluorescent 
lighting fixtures were repaired or replaced. Leaks discovered in the dome 
have been corrected. New floor tile was laid in the Catalog Department area. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

A total of 1,00 books were processed and added to the collection which 
numbers 206,651 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

With the employment of Miss Frances Dillinger a librarian-assistant 
vacancy in the department was filled. This capable young lady at one time 
early in her career was a clerk in our Extension Department, has proven to 
be a welcomed addition to our staff. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Swope reported that 38 teachers visited the department during Octo- 
ber to select 1,895 books for l2 grades in nine schools. Many similar 
requests are expected and will be processed for delivery before the second 
semester begins in January.

It is with an expression of sadness and loss that I record the passing 
of Dr. Roy Bird Cook, a friend, member and officer of the Kanawha County 
Public Library Board of Directors. An editorial appearing in the Charleston 
Daily Mail for November 2h, 1961, expresses very well our thoughts and 
impressions of a man who served his commnity well and who meant so much to 
all of us. 


"Roy Bird Cook was a little bit of everything, and he 
was all of them well, unassumingly, with a quiet, 
personal distinction. 


"He made his living at pharmacy, a profession which he 
honored, but that was only a beginning. He was also 
a lifelong scholar, historian, lecturer, a man filled 
with lore and reminiscence. And beyond that he was a 
public servant (always unpaid) who gave tirelessly of 
his time and enthusiasm for good works - to the old 
Historic Markers Commission, to Charleston's Parks and 
Playgrounds Commission, to Kanawha County's Public 
Library. 


"But most of all Dr. Cook was a West Virginian. He had 
traveled its every valley and viewed it from every 
mountain top, and everywhere he looked he filled the 
landscape with the bustling account of the people who 
had lived there and written its history. He knew every- 
one (or so it seemed), where he had come from and what 
had become of him, even unto the fourth and fifth 
generations. 


"It was an old trick of his friends to lure him into 
conversation and then settle back to listen while he 
rambled over the hills, recalling with startling pre- 
cision and detail the whole colorful chronicle. Dr. 
Cook could look at his state unblinkingly and love it 
all the more. Others might doubt or worry, but Dr. 
Cook never. Nothing serious could happen to a state 
which had so many fine people in it. 
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"Now that he is gone those of us who knew him can say 
in grateful memory what we never could have said to 
his face: Roy Bird Cook was one of the finest, a 
credit to his state, an example of its best tradition, 
an ornament to its society." 

In honor and memory of Dr. Roy Bird Cook, the Library was closed on 
Saturday, November 25 from 12 to 3 pem., thus permitting members of the staff 
to attend funeral services at Christ Church Methodist. 

A slight increase in the circulation of library materials for the first 
five months, which now stands at 33h,295 has been recorded. Gains were 
registered by the Boys and Girls and Circulation Departments. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brown reports that seven kindergarten and elementary school classes 
visited the department accompanied by teachers and parents. Although no 
actual count was taken, it has been estimated that approximately 130 boys and 
girls got acquainted with the librarian, books and building. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brugger reports that a total of 1,736 books were added to the 
collection which numbers 207,707 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

The post-Thanksgiving Day rush of high school and college/university stu- 
dents was probably the heaviest in recent years. Young people, so it seemed 
to us, were everywhere; even standing in line at the charge-out desk awaiting 
their turn to borrow library materials. In spite of all this activity, the 
staff continued to give excellent service am handled patron traffic without 


difficulty. 
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EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
Mrs. Clara Hampton joined the Extension Department staff on November 13. 
Much of her time as librarian assistant, will be devoted to the bookmobile 
operation and the school deposit collection program. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 
Activity in the department was no less hectic than what occurred else- 
where in the library immediately following Thanksgiving Day. Afterwards, the 
staff made note of the fact that there were almost no problems of any kind 
and that the young people were well-behaved, understanding and earnest in 
their efforts. I mention the latter because a number of college/university 
students inquired about using the library facilities at Morris Harvey College 
and West Virginia State College.

DECEMBER 1961 


The 1961 session of the West Virginia Legislature changed the levy and 
assessment calendar. This means that budgets will be prepared, presented and 
approved at a much earlier date than in the past. Work has begun on the 
Library's budget for the fiscal year 1962/1963. When completed, it will be 
referred to the Budget Committee and then submitted to the Board. 

Circulation of library materials for the six-month period ending in 
December shows an increase of two percent over a similar period of the previous 
year. Increases were recorded in each of the three lending departments - 

Boys and Girls, Circulation and Extension. 

Concentration of activity throughout the Library was heaviest during the 
week following Christmas. This is not unusual. We expect to see many students 
working on classroom assignments prior to their return to school and college. 

Conversations were held with Mr. Gene Nunnally of the General Services 
Administration in Washington, D. C., and with Mr. James Taylor of Charleston, 
area representative of GSA, in regard to the disposition of the Capitol Street 
Federal Building and its acquisition by the Kanawha County Public Library. 

The only new piece of information which I can report on at this time was 

received from Mr. Taylor. He said that it was conceivable that the communications 
center, presently located in the basement of the building, would remain for 
approximately two years, and if the Library should acquire the building, it 


would be with this understanding. 
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BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Attractive, seasonally attired decorations were arranged and displayed 
throughout the room. Making use of booklists, bookmarks, book jackets and 
new books, our appropriate theme suggested Books for Christmas Giving. 

The annual Children's Museum Christmas party was held in the Boys and 
Girls Department on December 16. The Woman's Auxiliary of the Museum 
furnished and served refreshments to the many hundreds of children who came 
to see the Star of Bethlehem show in the planetarium and to hear Christmas 
stories by Miss Brown. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

A very popular children's story-time feature on view almost every Saturday 
morning in our Boys and Girls Department is a puppet show complete with stage, 
lighting and curtains. Over the years we have made such heavy use of it that 
the stage began to show sigs of wear and tear. In almost no time at all, our 
talented Mr. Lander, equipped with lumber, nails, plans and paint constructed 
an attractive, enlarged and useful puppet stage. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brugger reports that a total of 1,699 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 209,078 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Christmas arrangements by Mrs. E. Forrest Jones were exhibited in the 
Lobby area and in various rooms on the main floor. ‘Her interest, energy and 


talent are deeply appreciated. 
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EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
Twice each year, in December and in June, fewer bookmobile stops are 

scheduled. This is done so that we may "safety check" the mechanical aspects 
of the vehicle, make any minor repairs and adjustments and have some time to 
thoroughly clean and wax the interior. While this is going on the department 
continues to function. Last month, 2 teachers visited the department and 
with the assistance of our librarians selected and processed 2,90 books for 
delivery to 29 schools.

A campaign is underway to encourage membership in the West Virginia 
library Association. Miss Jane Brugger of our staff, president-elect of 
the association and its membership chairman, is preparing to send membership 
forms and literature to present and prospective members. The committee's 
intent is to improve upon last year's total when 325 personal and institu- 
tional memberships were recorded. 

The Library received a check in the amount of $65.00, from the Harry 
Futterman Fund, Incorporated of New York City. The money is used to purchase 
musical phonograph recordings which, when processed, are made available to the 
library's borrowing public. The Kanawha County Public Library is one of many 
libraries receiving such a grant on an annual basis. Since August, 1953 we 
have received a total of $525.00. As a point of information, Mr. Futterman was 
a certified public accountant from New York City. He had been a soldier in the 
First World War, and it is said he often recalled that music was something he 
missed most as a soldier. When the Second World War began, he set out to solicit 
funds to be used for the purchase of musical phonograph recordings and their 
eventual distribution to our armed forces stationed throughout the world. When 
he died in 195 he left the bulk of his estate in trust to a friend who estab- 
lished the fund. The idea of circulating classical musical recordings through 
public libraries, the plan he was working on when he passed away, seemed to Mr. 
Futterman to be the best way to bring people and good music together.

The West Virginia Library Commission's 5th annual workshop for library 
board members and librarians will be held in Charleston, at the Daniel Boone 
Hotel, on May and 5, 1962. The schedule of events will begin on Friday 
morning at 11:00 a.m. with registration and conclude on Saturday with a 
luncheon. The conference theme is library-community relations. 

National Library Week, devoted to the importance of reading in American 
life and to the importance of libraries of all kinds = public, school, college, 
university and the libraries maintained by individuals in their own homes, 
will be observed in April during the week of the 8th through the llth. The 
objective of National Library Week is to remind people that reading can help 
them to explore and to satisfy their need for a greater sense of purpose and 
meaning in their lives, and to urge them to use more fully the libraries of 
all kinds in which the treasures of the printed word await them. 

Circulation of library materials, during the three quarters just concluded, 
shows that % more books were lent to library borrowers than in a similar per- 


iod of the previous year. The biggest gain, of 12%, was recorded by the Boys 
and Girls Department.

The Director and several members of the library staff attended the 80th 
annual conference of the American Library Association held in Miami Beach, 
Florida, June 16-23, 1962. A report in writing of that meeting is being pre- 

. pared and will be sent to each member of the Library Board. 
BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

This year's summer reading club program - appropriately entitled Friend- 
ship Seven - went into orbit immediately following the close of the current 
school year. By June 30, 852 boys and girls have enrolled in the project and 
many more are expected to participate before the activity is concluded in 
mid-August. Each "astronaut" will be furnished a reading log which will score 
the individual's progress from count down to capsule recovery. When the 
mission is completed, most boys and girls will have read at least 15 books. It 
should be noted, of course, that the purpose of the summer reading club program 
is to keep children reading during the months when opportunities for leisure are 
greater. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

The parking lot at the rear of the library building now presents an 
improved and neater appearance. After a seemingly long, but necessary delay, 
the paving company's men, equipment and materials appeared one bright hot morning 
and a layer of black top material was applied and rolled into a smooth-top sur-=- 
face.

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AMERICAN LIBRARY ASSOCIATION ANNUAL CONFERENCE 


June 17-23, 1962 


The 8lst Annual Conference of the American Library Association was 
held in Miami Beach, Florida, during the week of June 17-23, 1962. 

Statistically speaking, there were registered and in attendance a 
total of 3,527 persons (as compared with 2,866 individuals who attended the 
Miami Beach Conference in 1956.) To many, the size was a disappointment. 

The over~all crowd was slimmer than in Cleveland the previous year by an 
approximate 1,000. Otherwise, there were meetings, meetings, meetings - 
43 and a record number of exhibit booths - 363. 

We - Miss Brugger, Miss Figgatt, Mrs. Swope and I - gave it the old 
college try, dodging the almost daily spasms of liquid sunshine in frequent 
inter-hotel dashes. 

August Heckscher, President Kennedy's special consultant on the arts, 
talked about the administrative attitude toward the arts and the "cultural 
explosions." The government, he said, could do much in encouraging the arts 
through its stimulation and support of institutions. Mention was also made 
of President Kennedy's interest in establishing a National Cultural Center 
in Washington, D. C., to function in somewhat the same way as the present 
National Science Foundation. 

Several meetings were devoted to the presentation of awards, reports of 
officers and a discussion of problems facing the American Library Association. 
In between times, informational and significant sessions which covered a wide 
range of subjects were scheduled. Some of the areas of discussion included: 
censorship, recruiting for librarianship as a career, a prescription for book 


recovery of library materials which are not returned, library buildings, new 
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and remodeled, cooperation among libraries, National Library Week and 
legislation affecting libraries. 

The 82nd anmal meeting of the American Library Association will be 
held in Chicago, Illinois, July 1-20, 1963. It was announced that Frederick 
H. Wogman, Director of University of Michigan Libraries, was elected First 
Vice-President and President-Elect. Mr. James F. Bryan, Director of the 
Newark Public Library, is the current President and will serve until the 
Chicago conference.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
FOR 
JULY 1962 


Probably the most significant news to report concerns two members of the 
library staff who have informed me of their intentions for the future. Miss 
Jane Brugger, who has served as librarian assistant in the Catalog Department 
from November 1, 19h6 through July 31, 199 and as Chief of the Department 
since August 1, 1949, has resigned effective August 31 to accept a position 
as Chief Cataloger at Marshall University. The other anticipated change effects 
Miss Ruby Hazel Fisher who was employed in the Circulation Department during 
the period February, 19h5 through June, 1951, and also as librarian assistant 
in the Reference Department since July 1, 1958. Miss Fisher has resigned 
effective October 31, 1962. She plans to retire to the family home in Glen- 
ville where she expects to relax and to make preparations for doing many of 
the things that were left undone - including travelling. 

On a bright note of cautious optimism, it is expected that the vacancies 
will be filled without difficulty. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Circulation of children's books jumped off to a good and accelerated 
pace. In comparison with July of the previous year, the 1962/1963 term began 
with an increase in circulation of 22%. This spectacular rate of growth, 
however, is not expected to continue. When more demands of boys and girls time 
4 into full play, the peak will have leveled off to a point approaching a 


circulation range in the vicinity of a 10% anticipated increase. 
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CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

A total of 1,307 books were processed and added to the collection which 
numbers 21,036 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

This summer's big effort is to transfer duplicate copies and infrequently 
used volumes into the overflow areas on the next floor above. This is being 
done because of several reasons: first and foremost, space in the department 
is at a premium; secondly, additional shelving is impractical inasmuch as 
there is little or no available room} and finally, making a place for new and 
up-to-date materials necessitates a change in accommodations. The work is 
progressing satisfactorily and with the hope that the designed changes, while 
achieving stated purposes, does not create a hardship on staff and library 
user. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

The Fall, Winter, Spring bookmobile schedule has been prepared and now is 
ready for distribution to the many persons who use the "library on wheels." 
Deposit book collections, for delivery on a semester loan basis, will be 
placed in approximately 500 classrooms in 6); schools. I should like to note 
that even though this is traditionally the school teachers vacation period, 
ten teachers visited the department last month in order to make their own 
selection.

AUGUST 1962 


The annual meeting of the West Virginia Library Association will be 
held at the Hotel Morgan in Morgantown on October 11-13, 1962. Speaking at 
the Friday morning session will be Dr. Harold Lancour, Dean of the Univer- 
sity of Pittsburgh School of Library Science. Dr. Paul A. Miller, President 
of West Virginia University, will address the group at its banquet meeting 
Friday evening. His topic will be, "Informing ourselves of the role of 
libraries and other educational institutions in West Virginia." Mr. Don 
Crislip, Editor, West Virginia School Journal, will discuss at the Saturday 
luncheon, "Informing ourselves of the West Virginia school library develop- 
ment needs." 

Miss Ruby Hazel Fisher, librarian assistant in the Reference Department, 
previously indicated her intentions of resigning effective October 1, 1962 
and retiring to the family home in Glenville. Since my last report, she and 
I have held several conversations - the result of which is a change in plans. 
Miss Fisher now will remain as a member of the staff and will continue to 
work through June 30, 1963. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

The Boys and Girls Department's summer vacation reading club program was 
successfully concluded with the presentation of certificates to 3l5 young-= 
sters. Each boy or girl read a minimum of 15 books and in many instances, 
the count was several times this number. Of course, there were some children 


who registered for the activity but, for a variety of reasons, failed to 
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complete the necessary requirements. Miss Brown also reported that there 
were 3 schools represented and that Elk School was awarded first place 
honors with 75 participants. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 
A total of 1,110 books were processed and added to the collection which 
numbers 21,065 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 
Many of us look upon August as being traditionally a "slow" month. We 
expect to see fewer visitors and library users principally because of the 
popularity of August as a vacation month, and, inasmuch as summer sessions 
in local schools and colleges are drawing to a close. And yet, last month, 
in comparison with August of the previous year, circulation of library 
materials was better by 5%. Instead of anticipated, fluctuating patterns of 
library use, "business" remained somewhat constant. Contributing factors 
for this behavior are certainly education and the scope and quality of tne 
book collection, and in part, an air-conditioned facility. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
Mrs. Swope reports that approximately 12,000 books will be placed on 
loan in over 500 classrooms in 66 elementary schools during the first 
semester of the current school year.

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

The first of two annual reading club programs, sponsored and promoted by 
the library's departmental staff in cooperation with school and teachers and 
with the encouragement of parents, was launched successfully last month. 
Miss Brown reported that 370 boys and girls have registered thus far for the 
school year type of reading club. She indicated that before the program is 
concluded in May, she expected to have several thousand reading members 
enrolled. The other reading club effort, of course, begins and ends within 
the summer vacation period. 

Nine schools were visited by Miss Brown to re-introduce the children to 
“the Library Lady" and with the Boys and Girls Department, its location and 
the many new and standard books one can expect to find in it. This is a 
routine practice which is regular rather than occasional and is anticipated 
with expectation by all concerned. She expects to visit most elementary 
schools at least once each semester. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 1,292 books were added to the 
collection which numbers 21),,881 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Activity throughout the library has increased appreciably during the 

first quarter (July through September). Circulation of library materials has 


increased by 17% or 38,178 volumes over a similar period of the previous year. 
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Mrs. Eleanor Keenan joined the library staff in September as Circulation 
librarian assistant. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 
Deposit collections totaling 15,282 books were delivered to sixty-seven 
county schools in September. This exceeds by six the number of additional 
requests for such service at this time last year. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 
Traditionally, use of the library's reference materials and circulating 
collection increases substantially in September due in a large measure to the 
beginning of the fall semester.

An associate of Mr. Bailey's indicated, by letter, that Mr. Bailey "has 
talked to the Philadelphia Office of the Housing and Home Finance Agency 
and they do not require as complete a set of preliminary drawings as seem to 
be required by their representative in Charleston." 
Circulation of library materials for the period of July through October, 
1962, in comparison with a similar period of the previous year, continues to 
improve.

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

One of our busiest librarians last month undoubtedly was Miss Wilma Brown, 
Chief of the Boys and Girls Department. In addition to her usual duties and 
responsibilities in the library, she traveled extensively meeting with teachers, 
parents, children, a TV audience, and other librarians while promoting and 
discussing the values of reading, the standards of book selection and the 
significance of libraries. Sandwiched in-between these visits she had occasion 
to welcome representative groups of boys and girls from several kindergartens 
and elementary schools. On such occasions stories are told, uses of the library 
are explained and library cards are issued to those youngsters not presently 


registered as library borrowers. 
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CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

A total of 1,713 books were processed and added to the collection which 
numbers 217,169 volumes. 

Mr. Simmons, who is our expert on book repair, restoration and binding, 
presented several one-hour instructional sessions to PTA representatives on 


the care and maintenance of books and book collections. 


CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

The use of the Circulation and Reference Departments facilities and 
materials - particularly by high school and college students - continues to 
be heavy. The peak hours are usually between 3 and 5330 pem. daily and 
almost all day on Saturdays. In spite of all this activity, confusion, for 
the most part, is ata minimum. Perhaps this condition can be attributed to 
a public, school, college library orientation program which attempts to teach 
young people on how one uses a library to search for materials. However, this 
is not to say that our librarians have little or no contact with students. 
Although we still help, mostly we try to guide and direct. Now when we say 
"card catalog" or "Readers Guide to Periodical Literature," the response is 
expected to be one of positive understanding as opposed to receiving merely a 
blank stare. By speaking the same language and understanding it, we can save 


wear and tear of librarians and students alike.

DECEMBER 1962 


Our statistical records show that 21% more books were circulated to 
borrowers during the period of July through December 1962 than in the corre- 
sponding period of the previous fiscal year. In round, solid numbers, to use 
another frame of reference, a total of 83,113 more books were charged to 
library card holders. The biggest gain was recorded by the Extension Depart- 
ment, followed by the Boys and Girls and Circulation Departments. 

The usual post-Christmas rush of high school and college/university 
students developed much sooner than expected. Young people, so it seemed to 
us, were everywhere in the library, almost all the time. From the beginning 
of the holiday vacation, from Monday, December 17 through New Year's Eve, there 
was little lull in activity and no conspicuous absence of young men and women. 
In spite of crowded conditions, long lines and the inavailability of some 
materials, problems and confusion were non-existent.

JANUARY 1963 


Circulation of library materials during January remained high. In spite 
of frigid weather and hazardous road conditions, library patrons, in sufficient 
and sustaining numbers, visited and used the library's facilities. Substantial 
increases have been recorded by the Boys and Girls and Extension Departments. 
A moderate gain has been registered by the Circulation Department. 

Circulation of library materials for the seven-month period ending with 
January remains constant but high. Since October, 1962, our statistical records 
show that the library has been lending 21% more books than during the same 


period of the previous year.

Although the library is scheduled to remain open until 9:00 p.m. on 
weekdays, Monday through Friday, there are moments when = to borrow a phrase - 
"circumstances beyond our control" influence decisions. Wednesday, January 23, 
was such a day. Shortly after 5 o'clock it became obvious to this observer 
that more snow could be expected; that streets were already slick with an under- 
coating of ice; and when buses were reported to be running as much as an hour 
late, it was estimated that conditions were certain to become worse rather than 
better. Therefore, with the safety and interest of personnel residing in areas 
rather distant from downtown Charleston, the decision was made to close at 


6:00 p.m. 
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Several librarian members of the staff have appeared on Radio Station 
WTIP with hostess Shirley Annand to talk about new books and to discuss some 
phase of library service. 

The Kanawha Chapter of West Virginia Mental Health Society presented the 
library with a gift of $75.00. The money is to be used for the purchase of 
books on mental health. Several acquisitions have been made and added to the 
library's collection. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brown has presented a series of interesting programs, which incidentally 
are expected to continue each Sunday afternoon on Radio Station WIIP. Taped on 
the Friday preceding the broadcast, she discusses children's books, children's 
literature and library services. Afterwards, she introduces a delightful 
feature which is something new and is apparently working quite satisfactorily. 
Miss Brown has, as her special guest, a boy or girl who presents, in his own 
words, a brief book review. In the time remaining, a discussion of the book 
then takes place. 

This year's observance of the Spring Children's Book Festival in May will 
have a definite West Virginia Centennial flavor. Plans are underway to exhibit 
a special collection of books written and/or illustrated by West Virginians. 
But more importantly, we hope to have, at least, some of the individuals present. 
Those who cannot attend are planning to rusera their greetings and comments 
on tape and have them sent to us. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 
Several minor repairs have been made to certain pieces of furniture and 


equipment. Much of the time, however, was spent in an attempt to keep the side- 
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walks and outside stairs free from ice and snow. 

The extreme weather conditions, tempered with slight and temporary thaws 
were contributing factors in the development of a leak in the roof. Discovered 
promptly, after noticing beads of water on the Hale Street wall, necessary 
repairs were made instantly. It seems that a sewn spout was frozen and the 
run-off water was finding its way into the building. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 1,627 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 219,553 volumes. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 

Miss Gerard reported that a total of 75 reference questions were asked 
last month. In every instance, she said, material was located and the patron 
was supplied with information which would answer his question. The most fre- 
quently heard inquiries are West Virginiana in scope, naturally. Most requests 
for information are made in person, many by telephone and some by mail. Several 
weeks ago a party in Baltimore telephoned to ask for the location of Windy Mouth 
Cave in West Virginia. The answer was prompt because we had a book entitled, 
Caverns of West Virginia - oh yes, Windy Mouth Cave is in Greenbrier County.

The West Virginia Library Association will hold its annual meeting in 
Huntington at the Hotel Pritchard on April 18-20, 1963. Traditionally, the 
association meets in the fall; however, this year, a regional conference in- 
cluding the state associations of West Virginia, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland, and the District of Columbia, has been planned. 

The Director's University Extension teaching career has been of short 
duration. The second semester of a survey course in public libraries was not 
offered because of the lack of students. Another effort probably will be made 
next fall. 

The Kanawha County Public Library has been invited to participate in a 
"Career Day" program at Poca High School on March 29, 1963. Indications fron 
the guidance director, following a school-wide survey, shows that many of the 
students are interested in librarianship as a career. As a result, a designated 


representative will be assigned to the project. 
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The American Hospital Association plans to devote an entire issue of 
its AUXILIARY LEADER to patient libraries sponsored and operated by hospital 
auxiliaries in cooperation with public libraries.

The winter of 1962/63 was extremely hard on several varieties of 
shrubbery surrounding the library building. Our Pyracantha, "Firethorn," 
and Ligustrum Lucidum, "Glossy Privet," suffered considerable damage. Whether 
by coincidence or by the very act of nature, the plantings on the Dickinson 
Street and Hale Street sides required most of our attention. The "experts" 
seemed to advance the "theory" that there were fewer and short-lived periods 
of direct sunlight in these areas and consequently the surrounding ground 
remained hard and frozen for longer periods of time. Be that as it may, close 
examination seemed to indicate that the shrubs were alive and could be 
restored if proper care was exercised. Six "Glossy Privets" and twelve 
"Firethorn" plants were clipped to ground level and fertilizer introduced to 
encourage growth and development. 

Predictions, perhaps, are in order at this time. We expect to see, by 
mid-summer, that the affected shrubbery will have grown to one or two feet 
in height. There seems to be justification for this optimism as evidenced by 
the fact that green shoots, already, are visible. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 2,03 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 223,616 volumes.

In the course of a year's time, one usually becomes accustomed to the 
fact that a number of employee-days-lost, due to illness or even death in the 
family, are to be expected.

JUNE 1963 


Miss Pearl Buck, during her visit to Charleston on the occasion of the 
Centennial Dinner held on June 6, 1963 in the Daniel Boone Hotel, graciously 
consented to autograph copies of her books for the library. A total of 
thirteen books were signed and placed in a collection supplementing the 
library's special editions group. 

It is interesting to note that prior to and during Miss Buck's visit to 
Charleston, the library arranged a poster and exhibit of her works to intro- 
duce and/or renew readership interest in her writings. This was one of the 
very few times when any one author's works were signally highlighted. The 
acceptance of the display was so overwhelming that the designated shelf had 
little to show and it became necessary to take reserves. 

The circulation of library materials for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1963 shows an annual increase of 12% as compared to the statistical record 
“of the previous year. We are proud to report that for the very first time a 
circulation of a million books was achieved. 

This goal was reached possibly because of the influence of the following 
factors: the availability of library materials in quantity as well as in 
quality made possible by a generous appropriation and expenditure for books; 
the emphasis on educational and informational needs clearly demonstrated by 
the pearareaae of large numbers of school, college and adult education stu- 
dents; the resurgence of interest in literature particularly among adults who 


had formerly visited or used the library frequently; and a renewal of interest 
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in culture as evidenced by the fact that there was a greater reading demand 
for drama (possibly created by the influence of Kanawha Players) and in 
music (an ssvdctdueheasretopéd by the Charleston Symphony and Chamber 
Music Society). 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brown reports that the department's annual summertime activity - 
the Vacation Reading Club Program - began promptly following the official 
close of the school year.

The Charleston Civil Defense Agency informed the Director, by telephone, 
that the Kanawha County Public Library Building has been designated as a Civil 
Defense Shelter. As such, space must be provided, Mr. Stubblefield said, to 
accommodate enettes supplies for 356 people. In addition to quantities of 
water and crackers, medical kits, sanitary units and a radiation instrument 
are included. A desirable location has been found on the ground floor. Follow- 
ing certain re-arrangements and disposals, the supplies will be stored in our 
furnace room.

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Report on the 82nd Annual Conference of the American Library Association 
Chicago, Illinois 


July 14-20, 1963 


The first general session of the Conference took place Sunday evening. 
James Bryan, president of ALA was in the chair. Miss Gertrude E. Gscheidle, 
Director of the Chicago Public Library gave the welcome in the absence of 
Mayor Richard J. Daley. Mr. Ralph Munn gave the principal address of the 
evening tracing the history and accomplishments of the ALA down through the 
years and the long struggle to build a headquarters building worthy of the work 
to be done. He gave some examples of the hardships suffered by the professional 
staff in the old building. Mr. Bryan accepted the building in the name of the 
association from Miss Gertrude E. Gscheidle, Chairman of the building committee, 
Large slides of the new building were thrown on the walls of the meeting room. 

Members were invited to visit the new building and take a tour of the 
first floor. A reception was held in the parking lot, and the first floor served 
as an area for the receiving line of officers and council members. In spite of 
large crowds and much waiting the event was very enjoyable. 

On Monday, July 15, at 2:00 p.m., the References Services Division had its 
first meeting. Mrs. Frances B. Jenkins presided. Mr. Wayne M. Hartwell, of 
the Compton Company introduced the speaker - the Honorable Roman C. Pucinski, 
Congressman from Illinois, whose topic was, "Can America's Libraries Handle Our 
Colossal Rate of Accumulating Knowledge?" At present he believes that they 
tig Federal aid is needed and we should establish a national data pro- 
cessing center useful to scientists and laymen elke: Any questions that could 
not be answered in any library could be cleared through the national center and 
benefit all. He warned that we should not neglect the Humanities to serve 
science. The Library of Congress should not only be strong in science but in 


humanistic areas. 
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On Monday evening, July 15, at 8:30 p.em., the References Division held a 
joint meeting with the Resources and Technical Services Division. Dorothy J. 
Comins was in the chair. Dr. Thomas S. Shaw of Louisiana State University, 
introduced the speaker, Mr. Carper W. Buckley, superintendent of Documents, 
U.S. Government Printing Office who spoke on the Federal Depository Act of 
1962. This new piece of legislation is a complete revision of former deposi- 
tory laws. He reviewed the history of the Government Printing Office going 
back to the Printing Act of 18933; the act of 1913 which took the depositories 
out of the spoils system; the act of 1922 which had libraries select in 
advance which documents they wish to receive. At present his office publishes 
12,000 documents a year and 10,000 bills. He cannot be responsible for the 
flood of processed material put out by the various agencies in Washington as 
often he does not receive any official notice from the agency putting out the 
material. He likes the principles of regional deposits and mentioned two as 
being outstanding - Albany, New York and Madison, Wisconsin. There are already 
17 regional libraries in operation. 

Mr. Roger H. McDonough, of New Jersey, spoke on "The Responsibilities of 
Federal Depository Libraries." He feels that we do not use the government docu- 
ment tool as well as we might. For the first time in 52 years there has been 
a breakthrough in service due to the establishing of new depository libraries 
and the documentary expediteting project. He believes that the regional 
library should keep one copy of all useful material and give reference service 
and loan service. The law has had the result of more university libraries be- 
coming depository libraries and strengthing the state library which is in a good 
position to plan for the whole state. Being a Depository Library is a 


responsibility first and a privilege second.

James E. Bryan, president, Amer~ 
ican Library Association. | 
First Speaker: Mason Gross, president, Rutgers University. This was to 
me the high point in conference speeches. In the coming vaece ahead we will 
have more students, more graduates, and more post graduates than ever before. 
Our students need space to spread out as their dorms are often mere boxes, and 
often the library is the only place they have to go. Dr. Gross discussed Sir 
Charles Snow's book, "Two Cultures", that of the scientist and the humanist. 
Let us develop if it is possible a scientist who is at home in literature and 
art, and a humanist who can catch the challenge of the scientific discoveries 
that are reshaping our world. Dr. Gross wanted to bring romance back into the 
library field and he believes that the dark, Gothic building with room and 
2, tr had many values. We need to have room for the individual to develop in 
his own way. Students cannot do their best work piled on each other as in some 


modern buildings. We need librarians who are not afraid to grow and to become 


lifelong students themselves. 
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The next speaker was Rutherford Rogers, Deputy Librarian, Library of 
Congress, who presented the needs of all students of all ages. At present 18 
million people are without library service; 10 million students are without 
library service; more than 66% of elementary schools have no libraries; and there 
is a shortage of 100,000 professional librarians. The control of library 
materials in libraries of all types is a pressing problem. The Library of 
Congress receives 50 pieces of library material each minute of the working day 
and must keep and process 20% of them. The Library of Congress needs to bring 
up the strength of its materials from India, Egypt, Africa in spite of the 
space crisis. Mr. Rogers believes that the librarian should learn to work with 
other professions, and welcome the opportunity to explain library work. 

Group 5. The topic of this group was "Identifying student needs and the 
role and responsibility of all types of libraries in meeting the needs." The 
background paper was written by Janice Kee, secretary of the State Free Library 
Commission, Madison, Wisconsin. Dr. Harold Lancour, of the University of 
Pittsburgh, Graduate Library School, was in the chair... 

Four brief oral presentations were made: 

1) Mary Gaver: Pointed out the lack of periodicals and back files of 
periodicals in many school libraries. Also the necessary instructions often 
not given to teachers concerning library rules and policies. 

2) Mae Graham: We should face the fact that school libraries are not 
adequate for school needs. We should develop better knowledge of films and non- 
book services. We should welcome subject specialists even without library 


school degrees to our school libraries. 
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3) Harold Hacker: 
We need to; 

a) Stress the importance of co-operative planning. 
b) Review teacher education. 
c) Go to non-librarian conferences. 
d) Regional planning. 
e) Purchase of paperbacks to help with shortage of classics. 
f) Have printed guides. 


g) Better hours of library service to meet needs of student 
groups. 


h) A. A. Liveright: 
a) At present we have 25 million adults who are taking part in 
some form of education program. One-third of this number are 


involved in self-education programs. 


b) More universities than ever before are offering non-credit 
courses in regional centers. 


¢) Both executives and union members are taking study programs. 


d) Many more retired people than ever before are using libraries 
for stimulation. 


Thursday, July 18, 1963 10:00 A.M. to 12 noon 

The last session of the "Gonference Within a Conference" was held on 
Thursday morning. Dr. Lowell reap Vice President of the Grolier Society gave 
the principal address. His job was to summarize and interpret the work of 123 
study-discussion groups. This super-human job had to be done in one evening, 
as the notes from the groups were not available to him until 7:30 p.m. the 
previous evening.

AUGUST 1963 


Circulation of library materials for the period of July and August, 

1963 shows a slight improvement (2%) over the same two month period of the 
previous year. Last year, by this time, a total of 179,728 books were 
circulated as compared to 182,470 for the current year, an increase of 2,7h2 
volumes. 

The Charleston Chamber of Commerce, at its meeting of August 26, 1963, 
unanimously adopted a resolution supporting the Library's position of 
acquisition regarding the Capitol Street Federal Building. A similar expression 
of confidence and interest is expected from the City Council of Charleston. In 
addition, the Director has solicited the support of Governor Barron and the 
prestige of his office on behalf of the project. Not being able to see or talk 
with the Governor, he was referred to Mr. Boice Griffith, an Administrative 
Assistant. Several conversations were held and Mr. Griffith expressed confi- 
dence that the Governor would address a letter in support of the project. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Miss Brown reported that the Department's summer reading club program, 
appropriately entitled "One Hundred Years A' Growing" in honor of the state's 
centennial, was concluded and certificates presented to 291 boys and girls. 
Although all of the award winners read a minimum of 20 books, there are many 
who passed this requirement by a considerable margin. For the rest, numbering 
approximately 300 enthusiastic but slower readers, the activity was just as 


interesting and rewarding. 
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Several years ago, Miss Lois Lenski, a celebrated writer and illustrator 
of children's books, visited Charleston to gather material for a book she 
planned to do. The results of this trip lead to the publication of "Coal Camp 
Girl" in 1959 by Lippincott press. It is a fictional story of a little girl 
who lives in a small coal mining community near Oak Hill. I give you this 
introductory information because Miss Lenski, in August, presented six original 
illustrations from the book to the Boys and Girls Department. The gift is on 
display and has elicited some vocal response, particularly from the younger 
set who are amazed to see the "real" drawing just as it appeared in the book. 
BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

Some improvements have been made to the condition and appearance of the 
sidewalk and curb on Hale Street. The utilization of a concrete mix has en- 
abled the building superintendent to fill and correct many of the present holes 
and deteriorations. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 1,601 books were added to the 
collection which now numbers 227,329 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Exhibits and displays continue to command the interest and attention of 
people visiting the Library. The recent attractions were no exceptions. Mr. 
Rudolph Ellis presented a one man showing of his paintings, the scale model 
of the St. Albans Branch Library presented a dimensional view easily discern- 
ible, and the colleges of Morris Harvey and West Virginia State presented, by 
means of posters and folders, the challenge of an education undertaken during 


evening and Saturday hours. 
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EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 


The processing of deposit collections, books on loan to elementary schools 
on a semester loan privilege, has been completed. A total of 6,600 books is 


scheduled for delivery to 17 classrooms in 66 schools during the month of 
September.

The Library's second application, following HEW's recently adopted guide- 
lines and principles, was filed with Mr. Dan A. Dollarhide, Regional 
Representative, Surplus Property Utilization Division, Region III, through Mr. 
Curtis S. Wilson, Director, State Agency for Surplus Property, at the State 
Capitol, on September 19, 1963. 

In addition to the resolutions adopted by the Board of Public Works, the 
County Court, the City Council of Charleston and the Chamber of Commerce, simi- 
lar expressions are expected from the Board of Education and representatives of 
men and women's civic groups. 

The Charleston Youth Community, incorporated on May 4, 1963, is working 
with the many public amd private agencies or institutions in the County con- 
cerned with children and families and, more specifically, disadvantaged drop-outs, 


delinquent and criminal. Following conferences, interviews and the assembly of 
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data, CYC is hopeful in having ready proposals for an action program that will 
increase the opportunities and meet the many needs of our young people. The 
library has been helpful in providing useful and valuable materials to the 
research staff. In addition, the possibility of preparing a collection of books 
for use by young people in various ami isolated areas of the county is being 
undertaken. To make the job easier and more meaningful, individual volunteers 
are being recruited who will act as "librarians" and story tellers. It is 
strongly felt that more children and young people will read and use library 
materials if they are more readily available on the scene. As mobile as the 
American family is, there are still many persons who cannot find it convenient 
to come to Charleston to use our facility. 

Several members of the library staff will participate in the annual career 
conference program sponsored by the University Club of Charleston in cooperation 
with the Kanawha County Schools. Our responsibility, of course, will be to 
present a program on "Librarianship As A Career." Emphasis will be placed on 
the public library, the school library, the college/university library and the 
technical/science library. In addition, special mention will be made on such 
specifics as work with children, young people and adults, as well as in cataloging. 

The Middle Atlantic Regional Library Conference composed of state library 
associations from West Virginia, Delaware, District of Columbia, Maryland, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania will meet in Atlantic City on October 16-19, at the 
Chalfonte-Haddon Hall Hotel. The Middle Atlantic Regional Library Conference 
is planned at irregular intervals when the American Library Association annual 
conference convenes in the Far West or at a distance difficult for Easterners

OCTOBER 1963 


Circulation of library materials for the months of July through October 
has declined slightly (by 2%) over the same period of the previous year. Al- 
though the main library, through its Adult Circulation and Boys and Girls 
Departments, recorded substantial increases of 25% and 10% respectively, the 
Extension Department recorded a drop of 13%. The loss is due, in a large 
measure, to a revision of the bookmobile schedule. Several stops were 
eliminated in the St. Albans area so as not to conflict with and duplicate 
functions of the Branch Library operation. New stops were added, however, to 
county regions previously unserved. It is expected that these new places, 
hungry for bookmobile service, will improve considerably within the foreseeable 
future. 

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

Several future teachers, education majors at West Virginia State College, 
have been regular visitors at our Saturday morning feature - children's story 
hour and puppet show. The young ladies have been observing techniques and 
consulting with Miss Brown. Afterwards, they expect to conduct similar pro- 
grams for other students, before a live children's audience, in the college 
library. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT

Circulation of library materials during the period of July through 
November continued to be less than had been experienced previously. Our 
statistical records show that in the five months just concluded, there were 
14,907 fewer books lent to library borrowers than during the same time of 
the previous year. No real concern is being attached to this temporary drop 
in circulation of library materials because of several factors: 

a) The Christmas season is traditionally a time when 
fewer users visit the library and consequently one 
expects less readership activity; 

b) The assassination of President Kennedy profoundly 
affected the use of the library because most of our 
potential customers remained at home to follow the 
tragic event as it unfolded and was reported on 
television and radio; and, 

c) The bookmobile services were interrupted and scheduled

It is with profound sorrow and regret that we record the death of Mr. 

C. C. Dickinson who served on the Library Board of Directors since August, 
193. Mr. Dickinson was a knowledgeable man who accepted assignments of 
service with dedication, understanding and appreciation despite a busy 
schedule of responsibilities. His interest in and concern for achieving a 
better Kanawha County Public Library is perhaps best demonstrated by his 
active support of the Capitol Street Federal Building project. He gave un- 
stintingly of his time, talent and energy in communicating and meeting with 
elected and governmental officials. His presence will be missed. 

The St. Albans Branch Library was first opened to the public on Thursday, 
December 12, 1963. In pleasant but brisk weather, at approximately 11:50 ame, 
there was a brief, outdoor ceremony which saw a presentation of the colors by 
an honor guard of the St. Albans Post of the American Legion and the accept- 
ance of the library key by Mr. Frink and Mr. Hanson. Afterwards the assembled 
audience was welcomed and invited to see the new and modern facility. Follow- 
ing an introduction of the Branch staff, visitors were shown the many areas 
of the library's impressive interior. By estimate, several hundred persons, 
throughout the day, saw for themselves the realization of a community dream.

Interest in public libraries within the region of Kanawha County 
continues to gather momentum and significance, 

In addition to the St. Albans Branch and the South Charleston Public 
Library, there will soon be an operating public library in the community of 
Nitro. City Council of Nitro, on Tuesday, January 21, 196i, accepted an 
offer of the Kanawha County Board of Education to provide a portable school 
building on Second Avenue to house the library. The building is located be= 
tween the Nitro Elementary and the Nitro Senior High Schools. The Nitro 
Library Board consists of nine members, one of whom is Judge Dennis Knapp of 
Common Pleas Court. The Director and Mr. Hanson recently received an invie 
tation from the Chairman of the Nitro Library Board, Mrs. F. E. Perkins, to 
meet with them to discuss topics of mutual interest. Mayor W. W. Alexander is 
confident that Nitro will be able to build a modern library within a few years, 

The Sissonville Community Association received an Extension Department 
deposit collection for 1,100 books for use in a circulating library housed in 
their community center. This library will be open to the public from 7-9 p.m., 
Monday through Friday, and will be staffed by local volunteers trained by 
librarians from our Extension Department. Mr. Arthur Fisher, principal of 
Buena Vista Elementary School and an officer of the Sissonville Community 
Association, is the project chairman. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 
Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 1,872 books were processed and added 


to the collection which now numbers 232,192 volumes, 
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CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT

ST. ALBANS BRANCH 

Mrs. Hampton reported that circulation of library materials at the St. 
Albans Branch continues to show an increase over that of the preceding month. 
In December, a total of 12,l61 books were charged out to library borrowers and 
last month there were 19,177 books taken home by library users. While many of 
the books were juvenile titles borrowed by boys and girls, it is interesting 
and encouraging to note that a large number of adults were using the facility 
and finding books to take home. 

Reflecting the community's pride in the branch library, many school and 
non-school groups visited the building in order to become better acquainted 
with it. Several adult organizations, for example, have contributed their 


talents and energies by providing us with interesting and informative exhibits, 
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S35 
by enhancing the beauty of the interior through colorful and attractive flower 
arrangements and by faithfully doing volunteer service. There are still 
others, including many individuals, who have presented gifts of books and 
magazines which have been added to the library's collection of materials. In 
addition, the branch received a handsome set of fireplace accessories as a 
gift. 

Recently, a delegation from Princeton, West Virginia, visited the branch 
for a first-hand view of a modern, attractive library structure and to talk 
with us about library construction, operation and maintenance. The group, 
consisting of members of the Library Board of the Princeton Public Library, its 
architect and a member of the County Court, was impressed. The Chairman 
reported that they were planning a new public library in Princeton and wanted 
to meet with us and view the building before they began construction.

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

I can remember, not too many years ago, when Wilma Brown and I wondered 
together about the possibility of circulating one thousand children's books 
in a single day. We were encouraged because all indications seemed to point 
in that direction. We knew it would happen, but we didn't know when. After 
many close counts the goal was reached, finally, on a typically busy Saturday. 
To the surprise of no one, following a moment of excited achievement, circu- 
lations never did level-off. In the days, months and years that followed, 
our position continued to improve and we were soon talking about lending two 
thousand books in a day's time. To make a short story even shorter, we 
reached this new plateau, not once, but twice. New circulation records were 
established on February 8 and again on February 15. Two hundred and fifty 
books per hour for eight hours is quite an achievement. What, we are 
beginning to ask ourselves, will it be like if and when the time arrives to 
circulate three thousand books in a single day? 
BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

The battle of the pigeons is a year ‘round activity with us - in spite 
of February's cold and inclement weather. like a fighter, we try to keep the 
birds off-balance - by capturing those that we can and by scaring others so 
that, hopefully, some of them will fly away to roost elsewhere.

Mr. Hanson and the Riracter were invited to attend a meeting of the 
Dunbar Library Board on Thursday evening, April 2, 1964, held in the office 
of the Mayor. The following members were present: Mr. Herman G. Smith, 
Chairman, Mrs. Paul Klein, Mrs. Joseph A. Smith, Mr. George Denton, and Mr. 
Charles Maxwell. Also attending was Mayor Dale A. Long. 

The mission of a branch library, to give as much service to as many 
citizens in its area as possible, was discussed by Mr. Hanson and myself. 
Afterwards a discussion followed which included such topics as: the relation-~ 
ship between the Kanawha County Public Library and Dunbar Public Library, the 
appropriate services which the Kanawha County Public Library could afford to 
extend, the desirability and necessity of a suitable location in an area of 
heavy pedestrian traffic for the proposed library building project in Dunbar, 
the cost of operating a library in Dunbar, the grant-in-aid accelerated public 
works program and the St. Albans Branch Library. In closing, it is expected 
that meetings such as this one will continue and, if they do, may involve 
committees of both Library Boards. 

Circulation of library materials for the first three quarters of the 
current year is running slightly less than that recorded in a similar period of 
the previous year. Our records indicate that we have experienced a reduction 
of 2%. Expressed differently, 12,920 fewer books were lent for home uses 
Despite this drop, however, the staff and I are confident that the library will 
duplicate its performance of last year when one million plus volumes were 


charged out to library borrowers. 
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On the other hand, citing monthly statistics, records show that March, 
196, in comparison with March, 1963, was busier by 6% when 7,177 more books 
were circulated. This appreciable increase in circulation is due in a large 
measure to the extended Easter school vacation because more people visited 
and used the library's services and facilities. 

BUILDING AND GROUNDS 

One of the major improvements and long overdue, incidentally, was recently 
and successfully completed. The charge-out/return desk located in the lobby 
at the main entrance was enlarged by our capable building superintendent. 
Following certain rearrangements of component parts, the routines performed in 
the area have resulted in better and faster service to the public as well as a 
smoother performance of duty. 

The old book return box has been removed from the sidewalk and a "book 
dropository," utilizing the same fixture, was installed on the door next to the 
Hale Street entrance. There are several advantages to the change. Chief among 
these are: it will no longer become necessary to go out into the weather to 
service the box and to subject books and personnel to rain and snow; and second, 
the new method is much easier, physically, on the books. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

A total of 1,419 books were processed and added to the collection which 
numbers 23,09 volumes. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

Letters have been mailed to principals of 111 elementary schools offering 
deposit collections for the 196/65 school year. Thus far, a total of 197 
teachers have responded and appointments arranged for those teachers who prefer 


to make their own selections.

"Reading is the Key" was the theme of the seventh annual National 
Library Week observed in 196); during the week of April 12-18. The program, 
sponsored by the National Book Committee in cooperation with the American 
library Association, is dedicated to the long-range goals of encouraging life- 
time reading habits, increasing people's use of libraries and expanding and 
improving the total reading and library resources of the nation. Each April, 
as in some 5,000 communities throughout the U. S., the Kanawha County Public 
library utilizes the impetus of National Library Week to "tell a story." 

This year was no exception. Many things were done such as: book talks, 
special exhibits, radio and television appearances, newspaper and theatre 
publicity and library visitations by kindergarten and elementary school 
children. 

However, the most significant development by far was the announcement by 
the Library Board to purchase the Old.U. S. Post Office and Courthouse Building 
for use as the main library of the library system serving the citizens of 
Kanawha County. The response was overwhelming and generous. Many persons made 
special trips, downstairs, to see me and to tell me how pleased they were with 
the decision.

Several months ago, the Library of Congress initiated a pilot project, 
a form of cultural exchange program, which authorized it, under Public Law 
480, to collect and to distribute to a select number of public, college/ 
university and research libraries certain English language newspapers and 
magazines from India, Pakistan and the United Arab Republic. The funds for 
the project were made available to the Library of Congress through U. S. owned 
currency acquired in these countries from payment of surplus agricultural 
products. As a participant, the Kanawha County Public Library chose to receive, 


free of charge, the following periodicals:

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The Director was summoned to serve as a Petit Juror in Common Pleas Court 
of Kanawha County beginning June 16, 196. This "tour of duty" is expected to 
last for a period of ‘six weeks. 
BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

The first issue of JUNIOR REVIEWERS, a publication of the Boys and Girls 
Department, recently was distributed to children, schools and parents. This 
project is an attempt to permit boys and girls to express themselves about the 
books they read and to give others an opportunity to do the same while reading 
what one of their own may think about a particular book. For the most part, 
the reviews have been descriptive rather than critical. 
BULLDING AND GROUNDS 

The custodial staff continues to do those things which we, to borrow a 
military phrase, regard as first eschlon maintenance. Expressed differently, 
improvements and modifications are programed which must be done and cannot be 
delayed. For example, several outside doors have been painted to present a more 
attractive appearance; some windows have been repaired so as to reduce the escape 
of cool air and finally, the location of an air conditioner was changed from 
one installation to a position in the lobby at the main entrance. 
CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 2,813 books were processed and added to 
the collection which now numbers 237,813 volumes. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

Noble Order of Bookworm awards were presented to 2,516 children and of this 
number, 8h boys and girls received a fifth year gold pin. 

I indicated in my April monthly report that Mrs. Frances Alderson Swope had 
resigned to accept a position with the West Virginia Library Commission. In the 


weeks that followed, certain conditions occurred which caused her to change her 
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mind. Her resignation has been withdrawn and Mrs. Swope continues to serve 
as Chief of the Extension Department. 
ST. ALBANS BRANCH 

May is always Noble Order of Bookworm's award month. The staff has done 
an excellent job in checking the children's book lists, recording the awards 
to be given and visiting the schools to present boys and girls with their pins 
and certificates. Eighteen schools within the branch library area partici- 
pated in the reading program and 1,468 children received awards. The 75 children 
who qualified for their fifth year gold pin award were honored at a special 
program on Wednesday afternoon, May 27. Miss Elizabeth Quarrier, who has served 
on several occasions as the St. Albans Librarian, was the guest of honor and 
presented the gold pins. Miss Wilma Brown, Chief of Boys and Girls Department, 


entertained the children and parents with stories.

BOYS AND GIRLS DEPARTMENT 

The Vacation Reading Club program sponsored by the library is a regular 
feature and the principal summertime activity in the Boys and Girls Department. 
There are few rules and no official organization. It is designed to remind 
children of the pleasures of reading because, as we suggest, vacation readers 
have more fun than anyone - except other vacation readers. As of June 30, 
1964, Miss Brown reported that 1,027 children have been registered and more 
boys and girls are expected to participate before the conclusion of the pro- 
gram in August. 

CATALOG DEPARTMENT 

Mrs. Gygax reported that a total of 1,383 books were processed and added 
to the collection which numbers 238,180 volumes. 
CIRCULATION DEPARTMENT 

Miss Figgatt, Chief, Adult Circulation Department, reported that an increase 
in the number of books loaned to library patrons had been recorded due in part 
to the many summer school students who visited the library. 

Several interesting and informative exhibits have been on display: during 
the month of June. One of the special cases used for such purposes contained 
pictures from our collection of historical photographs depicting the history of 
West Virginia's Capitols. 

The other case held early American drawings of John White made available 
through the courtesy of Jim Comstock, John White, grandfather of Virginia Dare, 
was sent to Virginia by Sir Walter Raleigh in 1585 for the purpose of recording 


on canvas the people and things he saw. 
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These drawings were first published in 1590 by Theodore Debrys and soon 
came out in four languages, Latin, English, French and German. The collection 
had 17 printings during the years between 1590 and 1620. Since then there 
have been two editions, of which the one exhibited is the latest and most 
authentic. 
EXTENSION DEPARTMENT 

Miss Evelyn Coskey, a graduate of the University of Kentucky Library 
School, became a member of the staff on June 15. In the short time she has 
been on the job, we have found her to be an experienced and dedicated librarian 
endowed with intelligence and enthusiasm. 
REFERENCE DEPARTMENT 

Occasionally, the library becomes a workshop for authors who expend 
considerable time, energy and talent in the preparation of manuscripts for 
publication. Mary Lee Settle, for example, used certain books from the 
collection to write a large portion of her novel, "Know Nothing," in a rather 
uncomfortable room among book stacks on the second floor. Dr. Edward Chester 
did considerable research at the library on a book published several years ago 
by the Public Affairs Press. He recently completed work on a comparison of 
state constitutions from materials available in the Reference and Circulation 
Departments. 

These instances, I think, are an indication that this library has a 
collection of quality materials adequate even for the professional. 
ST. ALBANS BRANCH 

Mrs. Hampton reported that there has been considerable interest shown by 


the branch area children in the Vacation Reading Club. She indicated that 150 
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boys and girls have been registered and that more children are expected to 
participate.
